Hearing 


Enactment of Zoning 


Ordinance to Protect 


Village Is Demanded 


Cham ber of com m erce officials, 
city officials and just plain citi­ 
zens of Palm S prings and the 
surrounding desert area crowded 
the county planning commission 
room s at R iverside at 9 a.m. to­ 
day as second hearing on a pro­ 
posed zoning ordinance to pro­ 
tect desert and m ountain areas 
from dam aging industrial inva­ 
sions began. 
The large throngs which were 
present as the hearing started 
w ere there in an effort to pro­ 
tect the $70,000,000 investm ent 
they had in P alm Springs as a 
health 
and 
recreation 
center, 
from the effects of a proposed 
cem ent plant on H ighw ay 111 
near the Southern Pacific depot. 


BECAUSE THE MILL would, 
so they claimed, 
threaten 
the 
very existance of the Village, 
practically the entire local and 
surrounding 
desert 
area 
were 
represented at th e hearing. 
The zoning ordinance asked by 
the Village was given first hear­ 
ing June 29. At th a t tim e little 
excitem ent was caused because 
the proposed cem ent mill w as not 
the distinct threat that it is now. 
The 
“m ountain 
and 
desert’’ 
zone asked by th e Village em­ 
braces roughly 96 square miles of 
unincorporated territory around 
Palm Springs. 


IT STARTS at a point near the 
junction of H ighw ays 99 and 111, 
follows the Southern Pacific to 
a point about tw o miles east of 
Palm Springs, then runs southerly 
to a point north of Cathedral 
•City, thence w esterly to take in 
Palm Canyon and the m ountain 
banyons south and west of the 
city, thence along the mountains, 
covering Snow C reek canyon and 
back to the point of origin.

A t Tomorrow's Session

w hen city council m eets a t the 
El Paseo in adjourned session. 
It will be the first m eeting under 
the recently enacted ordinance 
which sets 3:30 p.m. as official 
tim e for council sessions during 
the sum m er months. 
Study of the proposed tab le of 
expenditures for the city during 
the 1948-49 fiscal year, second 
reading and adoption of the or­ 
dinance 
fixing 
the am ount of 
money needed to operate the city 
during th e year and first read ­ 
ing of the ordinance setting the 
tax rate for the year are on the 


P Council last w eek set $170,500 
as the am ount needed to operate 
the city for the year. B ased on 
the assessments for the current 
year, the tax rate will undoubt­ 
edly be set at the same figure 
as last year, $1.00 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. 
Council will also hear reports 
of today’s m eeting at Riverside 
before the county planning com­ 
mission on a zoning ordinance 
designed to protect desert and 
m ountain areas from unw anted 
industrial encroachm ent.

City Will Get Extended Mail Service 


Requests for 
Information 
Application 
To Follow 
P. 0. Survey 


Postmaster Gorham 
And Assistant Check 
New Routes in City 


Postm aster R. M. Gorham and 
M erritt W illiams, assistant, have 
been conducting a survey of the 
Village during 
the past 
week 
which will result in greatly ex­ 
tended service by carrier in the 
coming season, the postm aster be­ 
lieves. 
Streets, 
location 
of 
houses, 
street num bers and house num ­ 
bers w ere included in the survey. 
W hen districts meet requirem ents 
uf postal regulations, requests for 
extension of carrier service will 
be made. 
, 


THE SURVEY has been con­ 
ducted for the past few weeks 
and w ith the proposed erection ol 
new uniform street signs, many 
outlying districts not now served 
by carrier, will be added to the 
service. 
In regard to the housing proj­ 
ect on Sunny Dunes road and in 
the southeast sector of the city, 
Postm aster Gorham said carrier 
extension hqd been authorized 
some tim e ago and start has been 
aw aiting oniy the installation ol 
proper street signs. 


MOST OF THE AREA surveyed 
by Gorham and W illiams in the 
past few weeks has been in the 
northern sector of the city. S u r­ 
veys have also been m ade on 
Indio highw ay to Sunrise Way. 
G orham said the postal regu­ 
lations are strict and cover street 
paving, 
frequency 
of 
houses, 
street signs, house num bers and 
location of m ail boxes. 
In the outlying territory where 
delivery 
is 
made 
by 
motor 
vehicle, mail boxes have to be 
conveniently 
p l a c e d 
for 
the 
carrier before m ail can be left. 


RESULTS of the survey with 
appropriate 
m aps of the 
area 
sought in the extended delivery 
zone will be sent to the post of­ 
fice departm ent in W ashington as 
soon as completed. 
“We hope to get authorization 
to extend this service by October 
1,” said the postm aster. “T here’s 
a vast am ount of detail connected 
with the application and a lot 
of red tape. 
“The post office departm ent is 
strict as to conditions which m ust 
be m et for carrier service. But 
I believe that by October 1 we 
will be taking in lots of addi­ 
tional territory in our delivery 
service." 
At the city engineering d ep art­ 
ment, 
steps 
to erect 
uniform 
street signs w ere being rushed. 


LACK OF MATERIAL was. the 
only item which m ay threaten 
completion 
of 
street 
signing 
throughout the Village by Octo­ 
ber. The post office departm ent 
insists on adequate street signs 
for mail delivery and for this 
reason the local project is being 
pushed through as rapidly as pos­ 
sible. 
A t its June 30 m eeting, city 
council let the contract for 931 
street signs to a Los Angeles firm. 
It was hoped at that tim e to have 
the installations complete in 90 
days. 


Flood Tax 
Rate Moves 
Up 3 Cents 


Budget for Zone Six 
Adopted by Board; 


New Levy Is 2 1 Cents 


Residents of Zone 6, county 
flood control district, will pay 3 
cents more per $100 assessed valu­ 
ation during the current fiscal 
year than they did last year for 
flood protection as result of ac­ 
tion taken by the district's budget 
com m ittee Saturday. 
Budget for Zone 6 which in ­ 
cludes Palm Springs and su r­ 
rounding territory was fixed at 
$37,166 by board of supervisors. 
Last year the budget was $27,600. 
Tax rate for the district this 
year will be 19 cents compared 
to 16 cents last year. A dm inis­ 
trative costs rem ain the same and 
will again be assessed at two 
cents per $100 valuation. Total 
tax for Zone 6 for 1948-49 will 
be 21 cents. Last year it was 18 
cents. 
The budget, as adopted by the 
board of supervisors of the county 
flood control and 
conservation 
district, was $178,967. Last year 
the budget for the county was 
$177,206.

Spencer. 
Prelim inary local budget was pre­ 
sented at a public hearing at the 
Fiesta House at the Deserf Inn 
a few weeks ago.

The quintet is accused of hold­ 
ing up a group of Mexican rail­ 
road workers at Edom.

Springs is high throughout the 
nation w ith an eye toward next 
winter, according to Earle O’Day, 
cham ber of commerce secretary. 
O D ay said that the staff at 
the C. of C. office is hardly able 
to keep up with the flood of 
correspondence from all parts of 
the nation seeking inform ation on 
Palm Springs. 


RIGHT NOW, he said, m ost of 
the letters are asking general in­ 
form ation with a few scattered 
requests 
for 
reservations. 
The 
publicity the Village has had in 
the east 
and m iddle w est, 
in 
travel articles in magazines and 
feature sections of new spapers, 
also in straight new s stories, is 
paying off, said O D ay. 
incidentally, he had a lot to 
do w ith that publicity but w as 
laying no claims to credit as he 
pointed at a stack of mail. 
"T hat’s going to keep the girls 
busy for a while. And w hen they 
get through with that, there'll be 
a larger stack. Interest is high 
in the Village,” he said.

"Hie proposed construction of a cement mill near the Southern 
Pacific station, about eight miles northw est of Palm Springs, poses 
as the greatest menace w ith which this fast-grow ing area has been 
confronted in its entire history. There is but one basic reason w hy 
Palm Springs exists at all; it is pure, fresh air and w arm sunshine.

O ur fate lies in the hands of the Riverside County B oard of 
Supervisors. It is w ithin their power to invoke a county zoning 
ordinance th at could prevent the operation of this proposed cem ent 
mill.

A hearing will be conducted on the subject at 
9 o clock this m orning and attended by M ayor Charles Farrell and 
other officials of the city governm ent—as well as a num ber of 
interested citizens. 
This m atter is coming up at a very bad tim e for Paim Springs— 
w hen a great m any of qur people are away for the sum mer. O ur city 
officials will do all they can, but, if they are unsuccessful in con­ 
vincing the Planning Commission th at this cement mill would be 
disastrous to Palm Springs, our com m unity will have to rise up in 
its opposition to the project. We will have to unite in the m ost 
determ ined effort that this com m unity has ever made, for w e w ill 
be fighting for our future existence as one of the oustanding desert 
resorts in the country. 
Every resident, every homeowner, every businessman in P alm 
Springs should aw ait w ith the greatest interest the results of this 
hearing in Riverside today. If it is unfavorable, they should de­ 
term ine for them selves w hether or not they consider the proposed 
cem ent mill would be a menace to their health and property—and 
act accordingly.

“Y et we continue,” Huck said, 
“to pull aw ay from the other 
states in jh e rate at which we are 
filling the housing need.”

Market Is Good But 


Careful Study Needed 


Today’s real estaje m arket is 
good, but there are serious prob­ 
lems w ithin it that m ust be care­ 
fully 
evaluated by investm ent 
managers. 
This is a conclusion of Robert 
H. Pease, w riting in the July 
issue of H arvard Business Re­ 
view. 
For the past 15 years, Pease 
points out, the trend in real es­ 
tate prices has been constantly 
upward. 
There are “valid reasons,” he 
;ays, for expecting no immediate 
decline in real estate.

On the other hand, looking at 
the long-term trend, Pease feels 
the “relatively unliquid’’ position 
of real estate should discourage 
purely short-term commitments. 
P rudent judgm ent, 
he 
says, 
would place any decline in realty 
values in the medium or long 
term, that is, som etime after the 
next year or two.

Money From County 
Budget to be Spent 
Along Many Lines 


Riverside county's 1948-49 bud­ 
get will be split more than a h u n ­ 
dred different ways. 
The prelim inary budget, w hich 
was figured a t $10,640,545 last 
Thursday w hen the board of su ­ 
pervisors made a last m inute cut 
of $50,000, w as divided into 14 
funds, but m oney in some of the 
funds w ill be used for dozens of 
purposes. 


THE GENERAL FUND is the 
biggest catch-all. A ppropriations 
for alm ost any county purpose— 
including equipm ent and expens­ 
es for any of the county d ep a rt­ 
m ents—will come out of the $1,­ 
781,379 fund. 
Only $3,295,105 of the budget 
will come out of current taxes 
Although the general fund is 
the third largest, only $536,813 
of it will come from local taxes. 
The rest of th e money in the 
fund includes a balance left over 
from last year and estim ated sub 
ventions and grants 
from 
the 
otate. 
A bout $37,000 of the property 
tax levy will come from the un ­ 
secured tax roll—taxes on m ove­ 
able goods on rented property— 
and will not be figured in the 
proposed $2.26 county tax rate 
The rate is eight cents under the 
rate last year. 


BIGGEST 
PORTION 
of 
the 
taxpayer's m oney—$1.26 out of 
the $2.26—will go toward salaries 
for county employes. The salary 
fund is the second largest—$2,- 
483,645. 
The balance from last year and 
estim ated grants from last year 
am ount to $3,155,149 in the w el­ 
fare fund, most of the $3,646,370 
allocated. 
Funds from th e unappropriated 
reserve fund w ill be allocated by 
the board of supervisors for any 
unforseen item s th at crop up in 
the different departm ents during 
the year. 
The general reserve fund is> 
sim ilar to the capital fund of a 
corporation. It cannot be spent 
for any purpose except in case of 
an emergency like a fire, flood or 
earthquake. 


SUPERVISORS expect county 
airports to tak e in $10,000 for 
re n t and services during the year, 
and so only $35,940 of their $45,­ 
940 will come from taxes. It is 
expected that th e airports w ill be 
entirely self-supporting w ithin a 
few years. 
The $57,125 item for bonds and 
interest 
on highw ay im prove­ 
m ent goes to pay off highw ay 
bonds th at were issued about 35 
years ago and are not yet paid 
up. 
FOUR ITEMS 
in the budget 
w ill not affect th e tax rate a t all. 
The law library is entirely self­ 
supporting. The good roads fund 
and the special road im prove­ 
m ents fund go for the sam e p u r­ 
pose. but the good roads fund is 
collected from 
traffic fines and 
SRI money comes from the State 
gasoline tax. The special public 
health fund is an outright grant 
from the State u n d er a new bill 
passed by the legislature this 
year.

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Rain Can Be Made Successfully, 
Flood Control Engineer Reports 


Rainmakers who dropped dry ice into clouds last winter 
increased the total rainfall over the San Jacinto mountains, 
Chief Engineer Max Bookman of the County Flood Control 
district said last week. 
Bookman told the Flood Con­ 
trol board that the rainmaking 
experiments were a “success.” 
Lake Hemet’s rainfall is usually 
1.5 times greater than in the City 
of Hemet, Bookman said. Las>t 
year it was 2.14 times greater, 
so the dry ice apparently “did 
increase the total rainfall over 
the mountains.” 


LAST YEAR'S winter was the 
driest "rainy season" since 1910, 
Bookman said. 
“The farm er who is suffering 
through the drought may not 
have felt benefits of the rain- 
making too greatly, but results 
of the experiments have been 
sufficiently satisfactory to the 
scientists to cause them to hope 
for greater success in the future.” 
The idea that scientists could 
make rain by seeding the clouds 
with dry ice came as a “ray of 
hope” to the farmers, Bookman 
said. 


CALIFORNIA INSTITUTE of 
Technology scientists felt that the 
cloud conditions over the San 
J a c i n t o mountains warranted 
rainmaking experiments, "though 
they were by no means sure ol 
success.”
